Report  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  Feb.  11,  1927  with  Jacob  V. 
Cook  as  chairman ^nd  Edward  A.  Fuller  as  clerk.  The  Board 
made  the  necessary  appointments  and  have  met  each  week  to 
transact  such  business  as  came  before  it. 

The  greatest  accomplishment  in  road  work  in  1927  was  com- 
pleting of  a  little  more  than  1  mile  of  macadam  surface  on  the 
Turkey  Hill  road,  beginning  at  the  Ludlow  Line  and  building 
towards  the  Center.  This  was  brought  about  by  a  $2,000.00  di- 
rect appropriation  by  the  Town,  $1,000.00  from  the  County, 
$3,000.00  from  the  State  Dept.  and  about  $3,700.00  from  Chapter 
81  money,  making  a  total  of  about  $9,700.00. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Selectmen  that  since  the  State  allot- 
ment was  increased  in  1926  from  $75.00  per  mile  to  $100.00  per 
mile,  that  a  portion  of  this  amount  should  be  spent  for  some  per- 
manent work  rather  than  spent  wholly  for  maintenance. 

The  highways  have  been  a  real  problem  this  year  due  to  the 
heavy  rains  and  washou^-s  which  caused  a  lot  of  damage.  Some 
heavy  graveling  which  was  planned  could  not  be  done  on  account 
of  the  cost  of  repairing  the  washouts. 

A  good  showing  has  been  made  in  the  Poor  department  this 
year,  the  total  expenditures  being  just  over  $5,000.00  where  some 
years  this  dept.  has  run  as  high  as  $6,000.00  and  nearly  $7,000. 
A  further  saving  can  be  made  in  this  department  should  the  vo- 
ters vote  to  sell  the  Town  Farm  property  to  the  Commonwealth, 
which  will  come  up  at  our  next  annual  meeting,  Feb.  13.

Report  of  School  Committee 


During  the  past  year  considerable  repairing  and  renovating  of 
school  buildings  has  been  accomplished.  At  Franklin,  where  dur- 
ing the  past  three  years  the  outside  walls  of  all  three  rooms  have 
been  replastered  over  new  lath  and  studding,  the  entire  interior  of 
the  building  has  been  painted  and  the  wood  work  varnished.  The 
result  has  been  to  greatly  improve  the  lighting  conditions  as  well 
as  to  vastly  help  the  general  appearance  of  the  school  rooms.  At 
the  high  school  a  portion  of  the  interior  has  been  repainted  to 
overcome  the  stain  which  has  penetrated  the  inner  walls  from  the 
brickwork.  Repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  roof  of  the  high 
school,  and  the  roof  and  brickwork  of  the  grade  school. 

The  toilet  building  at  Liberty  has  been  replaced  by  two  sepa- 
rate closets  constructed  on  cement  walls  and  over  concrete  vaults, 
which  greatly  improves  the  sanitary  conditions  about  this  school. 

The  wood  lot  north  of  the  Union  school  house  has  been  cleaned 
up  by  cutting  the  brush  and  thinning  the  trees,  resulting  in  a 
beauty  spot  which  allows  passing  motorists  to  obtain  a  view  of  the 
school.  Incidentally,  about  eight  cords  of  wood  for  school  use  was 
obtained  at  a  cost  of  about  six  dollars  per  cord  for  the  v/ood  ready 
for  the  stove. 

During  the  past  year,  traffic  regulating  signs  have  been  erected 
at  the  approaches  to  all  of  the  outlying  schools.  Owing  to  their 
obscure  locations,  Franklin  and  Union  schools  particularly  pre- 
sent danger  spots  where  school  children  are  liable  to  run  suddenly 
into  the  road  where  auto  travel  is  relatively  heavy,  but  it  is  felt  by 
the  committee  that  these  signs  will  cause  motorists  to  drive  care- 
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fully  through  the  school  zones. 

The  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  marked  the  closing  of 
Rockrimmon  for  school  purposes  and  the  saving  of  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  each  year,  in  addition  to  the  advantage  of  placing 
the  pupils  of  that  district  in  a  school  where  they  have  better  facil- 
ities for  their  education. 

The  deplorable  condition  of  the  roads  caused  by  the  mild 
winter  further  demonstrates  the  necessity  of  cooperation  between 
the  school  and  highway  departments  in  improving  the  surface  of 
and  removing  snow  from  the  routes  traversed  by  the  school  buses. 

In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close,  the  committee  wishes  to  look 
into  the  future  for  a  moment  and  express  the  hope  that  it  will  be 
allowed  to  use  for  physical  education  purposes  the  limited  space 
at  the  rear  of  the  high  school  as  recommended  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  schools  during  the  year  1927  was 
$41,613.07  ;  of  this  sum,  we  received  from  the  state  and  from  other 
sources  $22,173.39,  making  a  net  cost  to  the  to-wn  of  $19,439.68.

Dear  Madam  and  Sirs : 

The  purpose  of  this  report  of  your  superintendent  is  to  sum- 
marize  the  activities  of  the  schools,  so  that  you  as  committee  mem- 
bers may  be  able  to  present  to  the  people  of  Belchertown  briefly 
but  comprehensively  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  our  schools. 

Each  year  there  are  changes  in  the  teaching  force,  and,  when 
school  opened  in  September,  three  changes  had  taken  place  in  the 
high  school.  Mr.  Allan  Cox,  who  resigned  to  go  to  Fairhaven 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Simon  Surabian,  a  Clark  College  graduate' 
Miss  Esther  Hagstrom  had  been  elected  to  a  position  in  her  home 
city,  Central  Falls,  R.  I.,  and  Miss  Ruth  C.  Parker,  a  Boston  Uni- 
versity graduate,  was  chosen  to  succeed  Miss  Hagstrom.  During 
the  summer  the  resignation  of  Miss  Mildred  Goodnow  was  re- 
ceived, and  Miss  Emma  F.  Inman,  a  graduate  of  Wheaton,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Goodnow. 

In  the  grades,  fewer  changes  took  place.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  it  was  voted  to  transport  the  pupils  of  Rockrimmon  district 
to  the  center,  and  Miss  Madeleine  Orlando,  who  had  taught  in 
this  school  for  a  number  of  years,  was  transferred  to  Washington 
school  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Alice  Flaherty,  who  in  turn  was 
transferred  to  Liberty  school  to  succeed  Miss  DeSilvio. 
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In  my  report  of  last  year,  mention  was  made  of  the  need  of  new 
text  books.  New  texts  have  been  purchased.  Algebra  and  Caesar 
texts  have  been  bought  to  replace  books  that  were  already  dilapi- 
dated. New  books  in  chemistry  and  U.  S.  history  have  been  pur- 
chased for  the  high  school.  Not  only  were  the  old  texts  worn  out, 
but  the  field  of  chemistry  is  enlarging  to  such  an  extent  that  it  be- 
comes imperative  to  have  new  books  in  this  science  so  that  our 
young  people  may  keep  abreast  with  the  times.  Again,  history  is 
continually  in  the  making  and  a  new  text  from  time  to  time  be- 
comes necessary. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  the  Bolenius  second  readers  have 
been  purchased  for  all  pupils  of  that  grade  in  town.  Supplemen- 
tary reading  material  for  grades  two,  three,  four  and  six  has 
been  purchased.  The  Iroquois  arithmetics  have  been  placed  in 
grades  three,  four,  five  and  six,  and  new  arithmetic  texts  will  be 
placed  in  grades  seven  and  eight  early  in  the  year.  The  reading 
and  arithmetic  texts  are  new  and  scientific  in  their  application  of 
principles  of  reading  and  number,  and  are  replacing  books  that 
were  dilapidated  and  unhygienic. 

The  pupils  of  Belchertown  still  need  new  texts  in  spelling, 
geography,  English  and  history.  To  furnish  them  is  an  economy 
of  the  time  of  the  teacher,  and  still  more  important,  the  strain  on 
the  eyes  of  the  child,  who  previously  has  had  to  constantly  get  his 
problems  or  English  or  spelling  from  the  blackboard,  will  be  e- 
liminated  to  a  large  extent. 

Many  repairs  have  been  made  this  year  and  they  are  appreci- 
ated by  the  girls  and  boys. 

A  phase  of  our  school  work  that  should  receive  more  than  pass- 
ing comment  is  the  health  program.  A  May  day  program  was 
given  as  a  part  of  a  state-wide  program  to  stimulate  interest  in 
health  work.  Both  schools  at  the  center  participated  in  this  e- 
vent. 

Since  school  began  in  September,  a  series  of  three  health  talks 
by  Dr.  Fredrika  Moore  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  was 
the  occasion  for  three  stimulating  teachers'  meetings  for  the 
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teachers  of  both  Belchertown  and  Enfield. 

It  became  the  duty  of  the  school  authorities  to  choose  a  suc- 
cessor to  Mrs.  Grace  Hoag  who  had  previously  asked  the  commit- 
tee not  to  reappoint  her  as  school  nurse  for  the  present  year.  Miss 
Kathryne  Mansfield  was  chosen  from  the  several  candidates  who 
applied. 

A  physical  examination  of  the  school  children  of  Belchertown 
has  been  given  by  Dr.  Collard,  assisted  by  Miss  Mansfield.  This  is 
an  important  piece  of  work  and  its  results  must  make  a  difference 
in  the  physical  condition  of  the  children. 

More  than  a  year  ago,  the  State  Department  of  Education 
urged  us  to  ascertain  the  number  of  children  who,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  G.  L.  chapter  71,  section  46,  might  be  eligible  ta- 
special  instruction.  A  clinic  from  the  State  Hospital  at  North- 
ampton w^as  promised  and  late  in  the  fall  just  passed,  the  exami- 
nations were  made.  No  report  has  been  received  from  Northamp- 
ton as  yet. 

The  interest  shown  in  the  schools  by  the  Board  of  Trade  is 
greatly  appreciated.  Through  the  kindly  ofi&ces  of  this  organiza- 
tion, Mr.  Arthur  B.  Lord,  Supervisor  of  Research  and  Statistics 
for  the  State  Department  of  Education,  explained  to  the  people  of 
Belchertown  that  the  loss  of  high  school  pupils  from  the  towns  in 
the  Swift  River  valley  would  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  schools 
of  this  town  to  be  reorganized  more  effectively  and  with  but  little 
added  cost.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Lord  that  reimbursement 
from  the  state  would  almost  wholly  mjake  up  loss  of  tuitions. 

The  pupils  and  teacher  of  the  Cold  Spring  school  were  recipi- 
ents of  an  unabridged  dictionary  which  was  very  generously  do- 
nated by  Mr.  Lewis  Blackmer. 

Food  sales  held  by  the  center  grade  teachers  have  been  liber- 
ally patronized.  The  teachers  of  this  school  have  had  as  their  ob- 
jective the  gaining  of  playground  equipment.  Swings  have  been 
installed  and  also  outdoor  basketball  equipment.  The  pupils  have 
enjoyed  the  equipment,  and  especially  the  gift  of  the  ^'slippery 
slide"  which  was  donated  by  Dr.  Collard. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  should  the  superintendent 
fail  to  acknowledge,  and  to  commend  particualrly,  the  efforts  of 
the  teaching  corps  in  their  endeavor  to  improve  their  worth  to  the 
town  they  serve.  Six  of  our  teachers  attended  summer  school. 
Four  others  have  completed  or  are  now  pursuing  correspondence 
courses.  These  efforts  are  very  gratifying  and  afford  excellent 
criteria  by  which  to  judge  of  the  professional  interest  of  the 
teachers  in  their  work. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  problems  to  solve  and  the 
helpful  advice  of  the  committee  has  been  of  material  help.  It  has 
been  appreciated. 

In  closing  this  report,  which  is  the  twenty-fourth  since  Belcher- 
town  became  a  part  of  a  union,  and  my  second  report,  I  wish  to 
point  out  that  the  education  of  our  youth  is  an  important  task, 
and  responsibility  for  the  successful  carrying  out  of  this  work  lies 
not  on  teachers,  superintendent  and  committee  entirely,  but  upon 
the  community,  and  especially  the  home.  Let  us  all  accept  the 
challenge  by  showing  a  hearty  and  generous  cooperation  to  the 
end  that  our  youth  may  have  a  richer  and  fuller  preparation  for 
the  best  in  life.

Report  of  Domestic  Science  Teacher

My  dea-r  Mr.  Knight  :- 

Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  write  the  annual  report  of  the 
Household  Arts  department  of  the  Belchertown  High  School. 

The  September,  1927,  enrolment  has  shown  a  gratifying  in- 
crease in  pupils  electing  this  course.  This  number  of  pupils  is 
divided  into  a  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  year  course.  The 
content  of  these  courses  arranges  for  the  gradual  progression  of 
subject  matter  until,  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  year,  the  subjects 
of  foods  and  clothing  with  related  subjects  are  thoroughly  under- 
stood. 

Last  year's  work  in  clothing  was  completed  by  a  fashion  show. 
Every  garment  worn  was  a  product  of  the  clothing  work.  The 
productivity  of  the  sewing  work  for  ten  months  was  valued  at 
over  one  thousand  dollars. 

Practical  tests  of  the  work  in  foods  were  made  when  dinners 
were  served  to  the  "Advisory  Board,"  Belchertown  and  Enfield 
School  Committees  and  Superintendent. 

Splendid  correlation  was  developed  in  the  making  of  costumes 
for  work  in  other  departments,  also  by  the  mending  of  uniforms 
for  the  Athletic  association. 

New  equipment  has  been  added  to  our  previous  supply.  The 
articles  are  as  follows:  a  linen  table  cloth,  twelve  napkins,  forty- 
five  pieces  of  china,  eight  sherbet  glasses,  and  two  sets  of  salts 
and  peppers. 

These  facts  seem  to  sum  up  the  general  points  of  interest  for 
the  past  year.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music

Dear  Sir  :- 

Children  in  Belchertown  are  deprived  of  the  musical  advan- 
tages of  the  city,  therefore  we  must  strive  to  teach  the  pupils  to 
appreciate,  know  and  love  good  music.  In  order  to  accomplish 
this  purpose  and  acquire  success,  special  attention  must  be  given 
to  the  songs,  theory  and  sight  reading. 

Every  month  ten  questions  in  theory  are  studied  in  order  to  be 
familiar  with  the  fundamental  principles  essential  to  accurate 
sight  reading.  For  the  rest  of  the  year,  we  will  work  more  with 
the  individual.  We  find  when  they  read  the  syllables  of  the 
songs  in  unison,  a  few  do  all  the  work  while  the  rest  drag  along, 
thus  making  it  difficult  to  keep  a  definite  tempo. 

The  assembly  singing  in  the  grades  is  still  continued.  This 
year  we  did  not  have  the  special  Christmas  operetta  or  cantata, 
but  devoted  our  time  to  the  carols.  The  tone  quality  must  be  im- 
proved in  order  to  eliminate  the  nasal  and  throaty  quality. 

The  High  School  chorus  has  its  weekly  rehearsal.    Voices  will 
be  te.sted  soon  and  the  special  glee  dub  selected  for  graduation 
The  orchestra  was  organized  this  fall,  and  plaved  twice  at  the 
Christmas  party.   We  have  six  violins,  one  saxaphone  and  piano 

On  March  26,  1828.  Schubert  gave  a  concert  made  up  entirely 
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of  his  own  compositions  and  personally  took  part.  The  Teachers' 
College  at  Columbia  University  are  planning  to  celebrate  this 
Schubert  Centennial  in  March  by  giving  a  program  of  his  most 
familiar  compositions.  It  seems  worth  while  for  us  to  observe  this 
Centennial  by  learning  some  of  the  most  important  facts  of  his 
life,  and  becoming  familiar  with  some  of  his  best  songs  such  as, 
"Who  is  Sylvia"  and  "Hark,  Hark,  the  Lark." 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  superin- 
tendent, principal  and  teachers.  The  committee,  parents  and 
anyone  interested  in  music  are  welcome  any  time.

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A  few  pupils  have  not  been  successfully  vaccinated.  It  is  ad- 
vised that  each  child  be  vaccinated  before  entering  school.  All 
parents  were  notified  in  regard  to  defects  found. 

A  clinic  for  mentally  retarded  children  was  held  by  Dr.  Whit- 
ney and  Miss  Davis,  psychologist,  of  the  State  hospital  at  North- 
ampton, at  which  thirty-one  (31)  pupils  were  examined.  I  assist- 
ed at  this  clinic,  also  visited  the  home  of  each  child  examined  and 
reported  the  social  histories  of  each  one. 

The  diphtheria  toxin  anti-toxin  treatment  will  be  given  in  the 
schools  soon  after  the  Christmas  vacation.  Diphtheria  is  a  dread- 
ful disease  and  especially  dangerous  to  children.  It  can  be  pre- 
vented by  the  use  of  the  diphtheria  toxin  anti-toxin  treatment.  It 
is  hoped  that  all  parents  will  see  the  benefit  of  this  immunization 
and  allow  their  children  to  receive  the  treatment. 

During  the  fall,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  three  very 
instructive  lectures  given  to  the  teachers  by  Dr.  Fredrika  Moore, 
pediatrician,  of  the  state  department  of  health.  Dr.  Moore  spoke 
on  "Health  Education"  and  explained  how  the  study  of  health 
may  be  pleasantly  correlated  with  the  daily  work  in  the  class 
rooms  and  with  the  games  in  the  play  grounds.  She  emphasized 
the  necessity  of  good  health  in  order  that  the  child  may  learn  and 
develop  properly.  I  would  say  that  the  health  work  in  the  schools 
has  been  well  started. 

I  appreciate  your  help  and  splendid  cooperation,  Mr.  Knight, 
also  that  of  the  teachers  and  parents.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Clapp  Memorial 
Librarj^ 


The  trustees  of  Clapp  Memorial  library  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  voters  of  the  town  for  their  cooperation  by  making 
an  appropriation  of  ^500  for  use  of  the  library  in  1927.  The 
trustees  have  been  enabled  by  the  use  of  this  money  to  make  re- 
pairs on  the  building  that  would  not  have  been  possible  had  they 
been  obliged  to  depend  on  the  income  of  invested  funds.  The 
roof  of  the  building  was  repaired  and  the  outside  painting  was 
taken  care  of  in  1926.  During  1927  the  joints  in  the  masonry 
were  pointed  up  by  local  masons. 

The  trustees  also  arranged  for  the  restoration  of  the  memorial 
windows  at  the  north  and  south  ends  of  the  building  but  were  un- 
able to  have  the  work  completed  in  time  to  include  -a  report  of  the 
costs  in  the  financial  report  of  town  officers.  The  cost  of  the  me- 
morial window  repairs  will  be  approximately  $500.  This  amount 
may  appear  excessive,  but  at  a  low  estimate  it  would  cost  $2500 
to  replace  the  windows,  and  when  the  repair  work  is  completed, 
the  windows  will  be  as  good  as  new.  The  windows  are  being  re- 
moved and  completely  rebuilt.  It  has  been  found  that  some  sec- 
tions were  held  by  only  one  or  two  wires,  and  had  '  these  given 
way  and  the  glass  fallen,  they  would  have  been  irreparably  dam- 
aged. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  trustees  that  the  circulation 
of  books  in  the  library  has  increased  during  the  past  year.  The 
trustees  urge  all  to  make  greater  use  of  the  institution  and  will 
appeciate  suggestions  anyone  has  to  offer  about  making  the  li- 
brary of  greater  service  to  the  community.

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell,  for  the  sum  of 
$8,000.00,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  a  certain 
tract  or  parcel  of  land,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  situate  in  said 
Belchertown,  known  as  the  Poor  Farm,  so  called,  containing 
99.1  acres  as  surveyed  by  Civil  Engineer  C.  E.  Davis  of  North- 
ampton, Mass.,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  live  stock,  the 
farm  implements  and  equipments,  the  furniture  and  all  other 
personal  property  on  said  farm. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will,  in  event  of  the  sale  of  the 
so  called  Poor  Farm  property,  including  both  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property,  establish  a  permanent  fund  from  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale,  and  such  permanent  fund  to  be  invested  by  the  treas- 
urer of  the  town  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen ;  the  income 
from  this  fund  to  be  annually  added  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Poor  department ;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  street 
lighting  system  on  the  Springfield  road  by  installing  one  more 
light  near  the  house  of  Anna  Lapolice,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  permanent  repairs  on  the  Three  Rivers 
road  between  the  two  stretches  of  road  now  completed  near  Liber- 
ty school  and  continuing  from  the  new  road  near  the  residence  of 
J.  T.  Geer  northerly  as  far  the  money  will  go. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  act  to  rescind  the  vote  taken 
at  its  last  annual  town  meeting  held  in  February,  1927,  relative 
to  the  leasing  of  a  certain  "right  of  way"  over  land  of  the  town, 
to  the  Belchertown  Motor  Sales,  Inc. 

Art.  17.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lease  to  the  Belcher- 
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town  Motor  Sales,  Inc.,  a  "right  of  way"  over  land  of  the  town 
situate  near  the  garage  building  now  occupied  by  said  corpora- 
tion; said  ''right  of  way"  to  begin  at  Jabish  street  at  the  end  of  a 
pipe  line  fence  erected  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  present  drive- 
way and  following  the  line  of  said  fence  to  a  point  opposite,  and 
about  fourteen  (14)  feet  from  the  rear  corner  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned garage ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  an  iron  pin  driven  into 
the  ground  on  the  boundary  line  of  lands  of  Martin  Crowe  and 
the  town  of  Belchertown ;  said  iron  pin  being  about  thirteen  and 
one-half  (13^)  feet  from  the  corner  of  Martin  Crowe's  land  and 
that  of  Henry  R.  Gould,  thus  providing  a  driveway  approximate- 
ly thirteeen  and  one-half  (13^)  feet  in  width  from  Jabish  street 
to  Martin  Crowe's  land;  said  lease  to  run  for  a  period  of  five 
years  from  January  1,  1928,  with  the  privilege  of  renewing  the 
said  lease  for  a  further  period  or  periods  of  five  years,  at  an  an- 
nual rental  of  $10.00  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  town  in  executing  in  be- 
half of  the  town  a  lease  of  the  ''right  of  way"  to  the  Belchertown 
Motor  Sales,  Inc. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  name  of 
the  street  now  known  as  West  Walnut  street  to  John  W.  Jackson 
street  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  19.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  build  a  sidewalk  from  the  lower  bridge  in  So. 
Belchertown  for  a  distance  of  nine' hundred  (900)  feet,  more  or 
less,  in  the  direction  of  the  B.  and  A.  railroad  tracks,  said  walk 
to  be  three  (3)  feet  in  width,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 
Art.  20.    To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
defend  the  town  or  take  such  action  as  the  Board  deems  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  town  in  the  action  of  tort  brought  against  the 
town  in  the  Superior  Court  by  Louis  G.  Woodbury  and  Milo  K. 
Woodbury. 

Art.  21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  attested 
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copies  thereof,  one  on  the  Town  Hall,  one  on  the  brick  store  in 
Main  street,  one  at  Dwight  and  one  at  Keyes  hotel,  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant  with  your 
doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  or  before  the  time  of  holding 
said  meeting.
